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1 . The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found in a prior 
Office action. 

1 . Claims 14-31 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being unpatentable over the combination of 
Endo et al 4532150, European Patent 0725440, Wang et al 4872947 and applicant's admitted prior art. 

The rejection is maintained as stated in the paper mailed 6/21/01 and as follows. 

The examiner takes official notice that the structure of claim 31 was known prior to applicant's 
invention. It would have been within the scope of one of ordinary skill in the art to employ the SiC of Endo 
et al or Europe '440 as the dielectric and barrier layers in the admitted or known processes and to form the 
layers in-situ in view of the disclosure of Wang that such layers can be formed in-situ. 

Applicant argues that Endo et al does not disclose use of SiC as a barrier layer, etch stop or ARC. 
However, Endo et al is not relied on for such a teaching. Applicant's argument that Endo et al does not 
disclose depositing a SiC layer with a low dielectric constant is not well taken. Such a layer would be 
obtained through routine optimization as disclosed in the office action mailed 6/21/01. 

Applicant argues that Europe '440 does not disclose use of SiC as an etch stop or ARC. However, 
Europe '440 is not relied on for such a teaching. 

Applicant argues that neither the admitted prior art nor Wang et al disclose depositing SiC in situ 
with other dielectric materials. However, such teachings were not relied upon in the statement of the 
rejection in the office action mailed 6/21/01. 
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2. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in this Office action.
